I  think  the  Professors  who  signed  the  petition 
should  be  disciplined  by  the  Authorities  of  the 
University.  I'erhaps  the  short  stay  made  by  some 
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of  these  Professors  in  Gerniany  has  vjarpe  d  their 
judgment . 

If  one  half  the  crimes  committed  in  Belgium 
and  charged  against  the  German  soldier s,v; ho  are  of 
the  German  People,  he  true,  Germany  must  for  years 
to,  come  take  its  place  among  the  third  rate  nations 
of  the  v7orld,  and  in  any  case  the  Monster  who  has  mis¬ 
ruled  that  Country  should  in  the  interests  of 
humanity  he  treated  as  the  worst  criminal  this  age 
has  produced.
